| Edmonton-Calgary Syndi- 
cate Owns Property in 
Cranbrook Area 


With a syndicate composed of 
Edmonton and Calgary men already 
heavily interested in more than 65 


miles of claims in the Cariboo and 
Cranbrook districts of British Col- 
umbia where placer mining has 
been given a new lease of life, the 
report of more big artz gold dis- 
coveries coming from that territory 
has quickened the interest of the 
Albertans in their holdings 

Word of the new strike came 
through Dr. Victor Dolmage, pres- 
ident of the B. C. Chamber of 
Mines, who in an address to the 
Canadian Credit Men's Trust As- 
sociation in Vancouver told of de- 
velopments on Cow Mountain in 
| the Cariboo area which have made 
the mining world hum with excite- 
ment and have already resulted in 
|big corporations getting into the 
field on the run 

“Geological conditions of the Cow 
Mountain discoveries are such that 
{there is more than a reasonable 
hope it will not be the only major 
discovery in the field,” he said. 


ORE IS RICH 

“The ore is rich and it’s ore of 

a type likely to persist at depth. 

The nature and geology of the 

country are such as to lead one 

to believe that a number of sim- 
ilar discoveries will be made. 

And that's the real importance of 

this discovery.” 

Going back into the history of the 
Cariboo, Dr. Dolmage explained 
| how the early miners cleaned mil- 
llions from the placer deposits in| 
|the gold creeks but how lode oper- 
| ations later yielded little except the 
belief that th field was finished. 


| BARRED ENGINEERS 

Then a few years ago, Fred Wells 
came along, bought the Cow Moun- 
|tain property, defied the opinion 
of the experts, kept engineers and 
geologists off his holdings, made 
his own Government reports and 
tunnelled into gold-bearing veins 
that caused the scramble among big 
mining companies during the past 
winter when the news leaked out. 

These gold quartz veins of the 

Cariboo do not show on the sur- 
face and that is why they re- 
mained so long undetected, Dr. 
Dolmage explained. They do not 
show on the surface because they 
contain sulphides which through 
water action form a covering of 
waste rock hiding the wealth be- 
low.
